Drops to 50%c a Bushell, One-

CHICAGO, July 16.—July wheat 
sold today at the lowest price in 
the history of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. 

Driven down by hedging sales, 
the pressure of European economic 
distress and stock market weak- 
ness, all deliveries of wheat 
dropped to seasonal bottoms and 
July touched 50% cents a bushel, 
cheaper by one-eighth cent than 
the previous low record set on 
July 26, 1894, 

The market recovered its frac- 
tional loss, however, gaining % to 
1 cent for the day, with July clos- 
ing at 51%c and September at 
52% to 52% cents. 

The Chicago Board was organ- 
ized April 18, 1848, and until the 
nineties wheat prices hovered be- 
tween $1.20 apd $2.30 a bushel.

PARIS, July 15.—Premier Laval 


today announced that a “confer- 
ence of six’? would take place at 11 
o’clock tomorrow morning at the 
Ministry of the Interior, the con- 
ferees including Secretary of State 


Stimson, Foreign Secretary Hen- 
derson of Great Britain, Premier 
Laval, Foreign Minister Briand, 
Finance Minister Flandin and Am- 
bassador Edge. 

Stimson got right down to work 
today when he arrived here from 
Italy. He was met by French of- 
ficials, Edge and members of 
Edge’s embassy staff. 

“I've come here to listen, not to 
talk,” he said, when correspondents 
asked him for a statement. mae 
don’t know that I'll do any talking 
at all while I am here.” 

He did, however, say he was 
feeling exceedingly well. He ap- 
peared to be in high spirits. With 
him were Mrs. Stimson and Allen 
Klots, his secretary. Stimson went 
to the American Embassy from the 
station. 

An hour later he was in the of- 
fice of Briand. From there 
he went to Premier Laval’s office 
in the Ministry of the Interior and 
later he went back to the Ameri- 
can Embassy to wait for a call by 
Henderson. 

Disarmament Memorandum. 
Now that he has talked with 
French Government officials it is 
expected that the long-awaited 
French memorandum on disarma- 
ment which was approved by the 
Cabinet several days ago will be 
made public within 48 hours. It 
is understood that Henderson and 
Stimson will get copies of it to- 
night or tomorrow. 

Henderson conferred with  Bri- 
and, and attended a luncheon at- 
tended by Laval, several members 
of the French Cabinet and mem- 
bers of the British Embassy staff. 
It was the first of a series of 
international conversations which 
will include Stimson, whose mis- 
sion, it is understood, is concerned 
primarily with disarmament. 

It was assumed that Hendcrson 
and the others gave particular 
consideration to the situation in 
Germany, and the impression is 
growing that they are anxious to 
reach a quick decision in reference 
to the various projects for provid- 
ing financial relief to Germany. * 

As to Political Guarantees, 

Briand was reported tot have in- 
formed Stimson that France asks 
no political guarantees of Germany 
before extending furthe® financial 
aid, but expects a gesture from 
Germany showing a willingness to 
help herself. 

He also was reported to have in 
formed Stimson that he considered 
the visit of Dr. Hans Luther, presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank, to London 
and Paris of great value, because 
Dr. Luther learned and was able to 
report directly to the German Gov- 
ernment that political guarantees 
will not be asked of Germany in 
connection with financia aid. hut 
that Germany was expected first to 
show confidence in herself. 
Political questions, such as an 
Austro-German economic union and 
the guaranteeing of Polish frontiers 
by Germany were reported not to 
have been raisd in connection with 
the German crisis, but were re- 
served for the yisit of Chancellor 
Bruening and Foreign Minister 
Curtius to Paris. 

Aslight shift was believed to 
have occurred in the French man- 
ner regarding the German financial! 
crisis. Political guarantees were 
reported to have been ‘suggested’’ 
to Dr. Leopold von Hoesch, the 
German Ambassador, by Briand 
and Laval, but the reaction in Ger. 
many had taken so violent a tone 
that France was believed to have 
considered it a political mistake on 
her part to push the question of 
guarantees now. 

A report from Berlin in L’Infor- 
mation by an observer, sent espe- 
cially to portray the German reac- 
tion to the suggestion of political 
guarantees, says that many respon- 
sible circles in Berlin were de- 
scribed as preferring bankruptcy to 
yielding to political pressure.

Confident He Could Win Nom- 
ination—Possibility of Al- 
liance With Becker.

said today that he was considering 
becoming a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Senator 
next year. 

He spoke enthusiastically of the 
result of his inquiries in the State. 
He thinks he could win, and al- 
though he would not discuss other 
candidates in detail, political ob- 
servers point to the possibility of a 
coalition with Secretary of State 
Becker, an announced candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Governor. 

The Mayor says he has the 
pledged support of 92 committee- 
men outside of St. Louis and add- 
ed that he was receiving encour- 
agement from Kansas City Repub- 
lican leaders. 

Asked about the situation cre- 
ated by the possible candidacy of 
Gov. Caulfield for the Republican 
place on the ballot for Senator, 
Miller said he was confident he 
could win the nomination. “I 
think I could beat the Governor 
outside of St. Louis and I have 
always done pretty well here,” he 
replied. 

Although Gov. Caulfield has not 
discussed the possibility of his 
candidacy, if he should decide to 
run he probably would have the 
support of Collector Koeln and his 
St. Louis organization. 

Adding color to the suggested 
Miller-Becker combination is the 
recent action of Committeeman 
Berger of the Second Ward, al- 
ways a staunch Miller supporter, 
who engineered an indorsemént of 
Becker's candidacy in his wari. 
Becker has established headquar- 
ters for his campaign in St. Louis. 
Strong in the rural districts but 
in need of city votes, Becker could 
profitably scratch backs with May- 
or Miller who would face the old 
problem of inducing rural voters to 
favor a city man.

GERMAN BANKS TO REOPEN — 
FOR DAY AT LEAST; CABINET 
WORKS ON RELIEF PLANS 


NATION TO MEET. 
PAYROLLS AND 
JOBLESS DOLES 


Chancellor Has Blanket 
Power to Extend Banking 
Holiday Indefinitely, but 
Effort Is Made to Keep 
Industry Going. 


VON HINDENBURG 
BACK IN CAPITAL 


Returns to Be in Closer

BERLIN, July 15.—President 
von Hindenburg came back to the 
his country place in 
Neudeck today to take a hand in 
lifting Germany out of its financial 
crisis, 

Shortly after he arrived it was 
learned on excellent authority that 
the banks, temporarily closed yes- 
terday by Government decree, will 
be opened tomorrow to meet the 
mid-month payroll. Civil service 
salaries and payrolls of individual 
firms will be paid. Unemployment 
doles and sick benefits also will be 
met. Even the Darmstaedter und 
National Bank, which suspended 
payments at the beginning of the 
week, will be opened for pay day. 

In the meantime the Cabinet, de- 
bating ways of meeting the situa- 
tion without inflating the curren- 
cy, has definitely discarded a plan 
to put the domestic “rentenmark” 
back into circulation. The renten- 
mark is the unit of currency, based 
on agriculture and industry instead 
of gold, which was issued after the 
mark was stabilized in 1923. It is 
domestic tender only, and it is un- 
derstood the project was discarded 
because of objections not only at 
home but also by bankers abroad, 

Action by Reichsbank. 
The Reichsbank today pried the 


40 per cent gold coverage lic off 
Germany's currency, thereby re- 
leasing millions of marks to help 


the Nation’s industry over the mijd- 
month payrolls and case the gen- 
eral credit situation created by the 
foreign credit withdrawals of re- 
cent weeks. 

At the same’ time, in order to 
hold the expanded currency down 
to the actual needs of the critical 
situation end to forestall repeti- 
tion of the disastrous inflation of 
the early post-war years, the 
Reichsbank jacked up its discount 
rate from seven to 10 per cent and 
hoisted the rate on loans against 
collateral from eight to 15 per 
cent, , 

The measures resorted to by the 
Reichsbank were in accordance 
with provisions laid down in its 
charter for just such emergencies 
as the present. Every effort had 
been made to avoid recourse to 
this prerogative, however, in view 
of the public fear of inflation as 
the result of the Nation's catas- 
trophic experiences in 1923. 

The Reichsbank'’s communique 
did not reveal how far below 49 
per cent the coverage was reduced, 
leaving the public in the dark as 
to how many millions are likely to 
be injected into the veins of indus- 
try, bled white by the combination 
of credit withdrawals and flight of 
capital. In financial circles, how- 
ever, it was pointed out that low- 
ering the coverage limit as far as 
30 per cent would release 1,000,.- 
000,000 marks (about $250,000,- 
000) in additional currency and 
such action was expected to ma- 
terialize shortly. 

The Reichsbank issued the fol- 
lowing statement: “Today the gold 
and devisen coverage has fallen be- 
low 40 per cent. The legal author- 
ity of the general board which is 
necessary for this has been ob- 
tained. The Reichsbank does not 
believe it right to defer raising the 
bank: rate until the prerequisites 
provided by law are presented, but 


it has, in anticipation of the ob- 
litigation, already raised the rate to 
10 per cent. Simultaneously the 
interest on collateral loans has 
been fixed at 15 per cent.”

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USES LIVE CROCODILES 
AS GERM PRESERVERS 


Scientist, Back From Africa, 
Finds Saurians Better Than 
Guinea Pigs. 


Back from an eight months’ 
Study of diseases in the Belgian 


Congo in Africa, Dr. Arthur F. 
Torrance of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of California, stopped at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field this morn. 
ing on his way to Berkeley, where 
the university is situated. 

Dr. Torrance was head of an ex- 
hibition sponsored by the univer- 
sity and the Royal Society of Trop- 
ical Diseases, which spent the en- 
tire time in collecting cultures of 
diseases to be taken back to the 
university laboratories. 

Following him by automobile, he 
said, were germs of African sleep- 
ing sickness, contained in two live 
crocodiles. “I could have used 
guinea pigs to transport the germs,” 
Dr. Torrance said, “but one genera- 
tion would die every six weeks and 
I should have had to spend my time 
infecting new animals with the 
malady.” 

The crocodiles were selected as 
carriers for the additional reason 
that there would be no danger 
their transmitting the disease to 
human beings and because they 
might be transported easily. Other 
specimens which are following are 
cultures of yellow fever germs and 
the bubonic plague, with specimens 
of the tse-tse fly, notorious disease 
carrier of the tropics.

DEBT. HOLIDAY 


Growers in Southwest 
Want Banks and Ma- 
chinery Firms to Permit 
Them to Hold Crop.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.. July 15.— 
Wheat farmers of the Southwest 
have turned to their bankers, im- 
plement companies and merchants 
for relief from debts which are 
‘forcing some to market grain at 
prices ranging as low as 26 cents a 
bushel at country shipping points. 

W. A. James of Gore, Ok., presi- 
dent of the Oklahoma Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association, describes the cit- 
uation as “the worst in my experi-; 
ence of 30 years.” 

The grain growers of Northwest- 
ern Oklahoma expected at least 
temporary relief from a conference 
of their organization leaders with 
machinery dealers and bankers in 
Enid tonight. 

John Manley, manager of the 
Oklahoma Wheat Growers’ Associ- 
ation, and E. N. Puckett, manager 
of the Union Equity Co-operative 
Exchange, are leaders in the move- 


ment to obtain a 20-day morato-| 
rium. The Chamber of Commerce 
of Larned, Kan., is sponsoring a| 
similar plan. Texas growers, as! 
well as those in other parts of Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma, have been asked 
to join. 

Farmers who can afford to delay 
“cashing in” are holding their! 
grain. With granary space nt a 
premium, thousands of bushels 
have been piled in fields and yards. 
Farmers say the weather loss is not 
great, éstimating it at less than 1 
per cent. 

In the Texas Panhandle, said 
Walter Barlow of the Amarillo 
Grain Exchange, farmers are sell- 
ing only what is necessary to pay 
off mortgages and other debts con- 
tracted prior to the harvest. He 
estimated 60 per cent of the wheat 
was being stored.

nois Pipe Line Co. and the Illinois 
Power and Light and Central I[lli- 
nois Public Service companies. 
The downstate cities — Spring- 
field, Peoria, Pekin, Champaign, 
Danville, Marseilles and Quincy— 
petitioned for a justification of all 
rate schedules of the Panhandle 
company. The cities contended 
they did not want to change from 
artificial to natural gas except with 
a substantial lowering of rates: 
Representatives of the Illinois 
Power and Central Illinois comp1- 
nies told the commission they had 
made the “best possible contracts”’ 
with the Panhandle company for 
natural gas and had fixed their 
rates to consumers accordingly. 
The commission said ample time 
would be given the protesting cities 
to “appraise the reasonableness” of 
the Panhandle company’s rates. 
The Panhandle company was or- 
dered to submit a form contract 
to the commission, applicable to all 
possible purchasers in the State. 
The downstate cities said ‘“‘state- 
ments were disseminated over the 
State” that natural gas service in 
Illinios would bring reduced rates. 
This dissemination occurred, the 
citles went on, at the same time 
the Panhandle company sought a 
certificate for the right to operate 
a gas pipe line in Iilinois.

Skeleton of ‘“‘Possum”’ Lasseter 
Found by Blacks in 
2 Arid Interior.

CANBERRA, Australia, July 15. 


—A nomad tribe of desert blacks 
has carried the skeleton of “Pos- 
sum” Lasseter to the outskirts of 
civilization, and there ends a story 
of an attempt to obtain gold fromm 
the arid heart of the Australian 


continent. 
There have been many reports 


of gold in the Central Australian 
desert: some gold has been found 
but many lives have been lost. 

Lasseter’s é€xpedition was the 
most spectacular and best equipped 
but it ended, like others, tn death. 
A little more than a year ago Las- 
sater struggled out of the interior 
with a story of guld in the dread 
Peterman ranges and a conipany 
was formed to equip an expedition.

GIFTS TO INDUSTRIAL CLUB 


HELD NOT TAXABLE BY U, S, 


Appeals Court Rules Donations by 
First National Bank Are 
Business’ Expenses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The 


United States Board of Tax Appeads 


ruled today that contributions of 
$5200 a year by the First National 
Bank in St. Louis to the Industrial 
Club of St. Louis were an allowable 
deduction from the bank’s income- 
tax liability for 1927 and 1928. 
Though the amounts in controversy 
were comparatively small the case 
establishes an important precedent 

The bank's contributions were 
made toward a $1,900,000 fund 
sponsored by the Industrial Club 
for the commercial development of 
St. Louis. In its) income-tax re- 
turns, the bank claimed a deduction 
on the ground that the donations 
came under the head of expenses 
incurred in the conduct of its busi- 
ness. The Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue rejected the claim. 

Reversing his finding, the Board 
of Tax Appeals held that, inasmt:h 
as the bank might resonably be ex- 
pected to benefit from the activities 
of the Industrial Club, the contri- 
butions must be deemed to have 
been made with the expectation of 
profit. Hence the board ruled they 
were properly deductible as busi- 
ness expenses.

WARNS MAJOR PARTIES 
NEW DEAL’ IS NEEDED 


Congressman Karch Says Vot- 
ers Otherwise Will Turn to 
Independent Candidates. 


Voters who vote a “straight 
ticket” are on the decrease, Con- 
sressman Charles A. Karch of East 


St. Louis, Democratic representa- 
tive of the old T'w enty-second Dis- 
trict, declared in announcing his 
candidacy for re-election in the new 
Twenty-Fourth District. 

“The people of TJllinois are 
aroused Over present conditions in 
the state—as well as in the na- 
tion,” he said. “They are looking 
for a new deal, and if they can- 
not get it from either the Repub- 
lican party or the Democratic 
party, they will seek it through a 
third party. But I am confident 
that the Democratic presidential} 
nominee will be thorough progres- 
Sive, and unqualifiedly committed 
to repeal or modification of the 
eighteenth amendment.

The total, $5,748,532.43, 
is 17.5 per cent of the total tax levy 
for city and schools.

The item of prosecution is made 
up of the costs of the Circuit At- 
torney’s and Prosecuting Attorney's 
offices, the grand jury and that 
part of the City Counselor's office 
which handles police court prosecu- 
tions. 

Penal and corrective treatment 
costs include the expense of main- 
taining Jail and Workhouse, House 
of Detention, Bellefontaine Farms, 
Meramec Hills and maintenance 
payments for those sent to the State 
Reform School and Girls’ Industrial 
School. 


The cost of the criminal courts, 
as figured by the bureau, includes 
also the police courts, Juvenile 
Court and part of the expenses of 
the Sheriff, Jury Commissioner and 
Psychiatric Clinic. 

Comparative data of other cities 
is not yet available, but the bureau 
cites Rochester, N. Y. That city 
has less than one-half of St. Louis’ 
population, and has a higher per 
capita tax levy than this city.

Hindus, already well known as 
the author of “Humanity Uproot- 
ea” and “Broken Earth,” is a na- 
tive of a Russian village and has 
eyisited the country several times 
since the revolution to study con: 
ditions there. His present work 3s 
the product of six months spent 
among the peasants the latter part 

of last year. Hé lived among the 
Z villagers and peasants as he had 
| lived among them as a child and 
youth. He studied them as they 
are against the background of 
what they were. He presents in 
its economic and human aspects 
the tremendous drive to collectivize 
the country’s agriculture, the good 
of it and the bad of it, all in the 
temperate and fair-minded manner 
of the earnest and ‘honest student. 
The great experiment is examined 
on its merits, uncolored by any 
bias that the author might be_ex- 
pected to harbor by reason of his 
,nativity. He does not attempt to 
make out a case. In refreshing 
contrast to most writers on the 
he merely tells what he 
saw and heard that was significant, 
interpreted by fine sympathy and 
understanding. 

Viewing the  collectivist plan 
properly as an unfinished experi- 
ment, he refrains from attempts to 
draw final conclusions. He claims 
for the plan, however, certain mer- 

jts—superiority to individual agri- 


Russia, as a method of production, 


system, and the breaking down, 
under unified control, of the Rus- 
sian farmer’s stubborn resistance 
to innovations. There are marked 
impertections in the working of 
the plan, due to the magnitude of 
it, and the inertia of the peasants 
and their unfamiliarity with mod- 
ern machinery and the scarcity of 
trained leadership. 
As to the human values, they are 
in the crucible. Whether from the 
oppression and servitude of en- 
forced communization will issue 
greater happiness and a new free- 
dom cannot yet be told, for the 
collectivization of agriculture, along 
with the other phases of the revo- 
lution, redeems personality on the 
one hand by stifling it on the oth- 
er. It remains for time to tell 
what the ultimate harvest will be. 
eo * + 
If, as Bruce Reynolds under- 
takes to show, .the communist 
shakes his fist, so does Bruce Rey- 
nolds. It is a case of fist shaking 
all around. The obvious disadvan- 
tage of the method, from the 
standpoint of authorship, is that 
an author who is shaking his fist 
all the time cannot give much at- 
tention to his writing. A fist is a 
very good thing to fight with but 
it is not so good to write with. 
Not nearly so good as a head. The 
author’s purpose, to show what 
Russian communism really is, and 
to what degree it is a menace to 
the United States, is worthy, but it 
would be more worthily accom- 
plished with more regard for clear 
thinking, sober evaluation and ju- 
dicial statement. As it is, the 
author’s vehemence_ renders his 
contribution just about worthless. 
What the reader gets is the 
author’s estimate of Russian com- 
munism in the intemperate terms 
that communistic writers employ 
in their denunciations of capital- 
ism. It is a style, black type, cap- 
itals, italics and all, that is adapt- 
ed to the grade of intelligence to 
which communistic writers address 
themselves. In that field of lit- 
erary gouging and mayhem the 
book may have a certain useful- 
ness. 
The author also performs a 
service in devoting a chapter to 
expressions of leading Americans 
against the recognition of Russia, 
although it must have cost him 
something to abate his bludgeoning 
long enough to permit such strong 
and sgund counsel to be heard.
